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BURHIEW  - Tlie  pipod  supply  to  this  Villap;e  has  been  more  than 
S'  Vi'Cl'ehT'Td'r  all  purposes,'"  No  bacteriological  or  chemical 
an^ysis  of  this  supply  was  macle  during  the  year,  as  there  is  no  reason 
to  suspect  the  quality  of  the  water.  All  water  is  passed  through  a 
sand  filter  before  being  obtained  by  the  Public* 

TT.anDYSSIL  - ill:  abundant  suppler  was  again  available  throughout 

the  year  from  all  three  sources.  An  improvoiwent  was  made  here  bv 
fixing  a non  freezing  pump  over  the  dip  well  near  the  school,  thus 
avoiding  the  necessity  of  havii:ig  to  dip  buckets  into  the  well,  as  was 
the  former  practice. 

CilURCESTOKE"  No  complaints  of  any  kind  regarding  water  were 
received  from  this  Pr.rish.  The  only  piped  supply  in  this  area  is  the 
one  at  Pentronant,  and  this  is  a remarkably  good  one.  -^t  supplies 
all  the  pentrenant  Cvunty  Council  Small  Holdings  with  an  abundant 
quantity  for  all  purposes. 

NEW  HOUSES  - During  the  ^ear,  the  building  of  two  new  Council  Houses 
was  compie'ted.  Otherwise.no  new  houses  have  been  erected.  The 
Council's  schemes  for  building  houses  which  are  badly  needed,  are 
postponed  indef inately.

^ILIi  SUPPLY  - Farms  and  Dairies  throughout  the  District  have  been 
inspected  systematically  and  at  intervals,  and  a.  good  standard  of 
cleanliness  iE?  maintained.  There  are  now  a good  many  mer  e milk 
producers  in  the  District,  and  this  means  that  during  the  y;- ar  a 
largo  number  of  cowhouses  have  been  cither  entirely  reconstructed  or 
generally  improved. 

Spg^pling  - The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  sampling  for 
oxemination  for  bacterial  content  and  for  tubercle  bacilli. 

MMP  ^ INSPECTION-  The  slaughtering  of  animals  for  humoji  consumption  is 
carried  out  under  Government  arrangements  outside  this  area. 
Nevertheless,  shops  and  moat  vans  are  leapt  under  supervision.  There 
was  nothing  to  complain  of  during  the  year,  and  on  the  whole,  the 
quality  of  the  meat  distributed  was  good, 

BiJCE  HOUSES  - The  three  balechouses  are  regularly  inspected,  and  are 
kept  in  a very  satisfactory  condition, 

SMITIxRY  INSPJjGTION  OF  THE  AREA 

The  District  is  regularly  inspected,  and  sudi  defects  as 
as  have  been  found  have  been  rcnGaied,  Owing  to  itecessar^"  Govern^ 
ment  restrictions,  works  of  reconstruction  of  dwellings  have  to  be 
postponed, but  minor  repairs  can  be  and  are  being  carried  out,
